Truman Promises W ar Strategy Won't Be Changed 


WASHINGTON, Ap ril 16—(A» )—President Truman 
p romised 
today that the grap d » trategy of the war will remain “unchanged 
and unhamp ered” by his accession to the p residency . 
Ma king his first address to a joint session of Congress, the new 
President declared this nation, along with its Allies, must shoulder 
the “ g ra v e 
resp onsibility ” of making secure future p eace. 
To accomp lish this, Mr. Truman said, the United States must 
jo in in punishing those g uilty for bringing on the war. 


“Lasting p eace can never be secured if we p ermit our danger­ 
ous op p onents to p lot future wars with imp unity at any mountain 
retreat—however distant.” the President said, in ap p arent allusion 
to rep orts that Hitler may attemp t to seek a refuge in the Bavarian 
Mountains of Germany . 
“The armies of liberation today are bringing to an end Hitler's 
ghastly threat to dominate the world,” President Truman said 
“Toky o rocks under the weight of our bombs. 


“The grand strategy of a United Nations war has been deter­ 
mined—due in no small measure to the wisdom of our dep arted 
commander-in-chief. 
We are now carry ing out our p art of that 
strategy under the able direction of Admiral Leahy . General Mar­ 
shall, Admiral King, General Arnold. General Eisenhower, Admir­ 
al Nimitz and General MacArthur. 
“I want the entire world to know that this direction must and 
will remain unchanged and unhamp ered.” 


Sp eaking only one day after the burial of Franklin D. Ro o a e- 
velt. President Truman p aid hig h tribute to his p redecessor.

O r­ 
iginally Moscow wanted to take 
virtually the entire half-million 
but American and Allied inter­ 
vention against such a wholesale 
transfer caused Russia to recon­ 
sider.

t h e Hebrew religions with contempt. Our 
fighting men, of whatever normal faith, or 
of none, have 
nevertheless 
an 
obvious 


s t r e a k of religious faith, and when sick or 
near d e a th .are glad to have the ministra­ 
tions of a pastor or priest or rabbi. And in 
battle they fight all the 
better 
for their 
faith, in the consciousness that their cause 
is just. 
In contrast, our enemies 
seem 
to pay 
little or no attention to religion. The Ger­ 
man Nazis, on the whole, have taken pride 
in dismissing the Christian religion with 
contempt. The Japanese have a few Chris­ 
tian converts, some followers of Shinto and 
some of Buddhism, 
but in 
general seem 
very much less religious than the average 
American or European. 
It would be worth while to trace the ef­ 
fect of religion on the men 
engaged 
in 
these wars. Observers seem to get an im­ 
pression that the fighting men in general 
acquire new interest in religion. 


While severe justice 
must he 
done to 
Nazi and Japanese, the peacemakers will 
still do well to remember the warning of 
Thomas Paine, who did much to make the 
Revolution successful; “ He 
that would 
make his 
own liberty secure must guard 
even his enemy from oppression.”

Diet and Health 


Caffeina as a Causative Factor in Stomach Ulcers

MORE and more we hear of peo­ 
ple who 
have 
ulcere, 
and 
al­ 
though the exact cause of ulcer of 
the stomach and firat part of the 
bowel is not known, it is possible 
to treat this disorder satisfactorily 
by the use of diets and, often, by 
the giving of alkaline substances, 
such as baking soda, of course al­ 
ways under the doctor’s direction. 
There are some authorities who 
believe that ulcers may arise be­ 
cause of infections. 
Others think th at perhaps some 
nervous disturbance is responsible. 
In any event, there are certain 
persons who seem prone to develop 
ulcers. These individuals are high- 
strung and nervous. 
Experiments have been carried 
out in the past which seem to show 
that caffeine is capable of produc­ 
ing ulcers in the stomachs of ani­ 
mals. Nevertheless, it has not been 
proven that it is a good thing to 
suppress altogether the use of bev­ 
erages containing caffeine in a 
person who has ulcers. 
Doctors Jam es A. Roth and An­ 
drew C. Ivy of the N orthwestern 
Medical School have recently done 
further experiments with animals 
to determine the effects of caffeine 
on the stomach. They made a mix­ 
ture containing caffeine in a solu­ 
tion of beeswax and mineral oil. 
The animals were given injections 
of this mixture into a vein daily. 
It was found that half of these ani­ 
mals developed bleeding ulcer in 


the stomach. In a num ber of the 
animals 
more 
than 
one 
ulcer 
formed. On examination of the 
stomach, it was found th at a black- 
brown material was present which 
evidently 
contained 
blood, 
and 
there 
were 
num erous 
bleeding 
points in the lining mem brane of 
the stomach around the ulcer. In 
some of the anim als a reddish- 
brown fluid was found in the first 
p art of the intestine. 
It would appear 
from these 
studies that the excessive use of 
c a ffe in e -c o n ta in in g b e v e ra g e s 
might thus play a role in the for­ 
mation of ulcers of the stomach 
nnd of the bowel in human beings. 
It has also been noted th at when 
caffeine-containing beverages are 
taken by mouth, the amount of se­ 
cretions formed in the stomach in­ 
creases. 
For this reason, it is the opinion 
of these physicians th at it may be 
a good plan to restrict the use of 
caffeine-containing beverages in 
persons who have ulcers or who 
may have a tendency to develop 
them. This does not mean, of 
course, that such beverages would 
cause ulcers in all persons. There 
are many who find these beverages 
quite satisfactory. Of course, the 
physician will decide in those in­ 
stances in which caffeine-contain­ 
ing beverages should not be em­ 
ployed.
